Even with re- 
gard to the Canton-Kowloon railway there 
was some effort made to delay matters, by 
insisting that Chinese concessionaires should 
have the right to construct the line to the: 
British frontier, Fortunately that difficulty 
avassafely passed, and in characteristic fashion 
the British Government has begun the work 
of surveying the route. So that while the 
Chinese Government is considering the idea 
of constructing the Canton-Hankow line the 
Canton-Kowloon railway will be completed. 
Once the Canton-Kowloon line is finish- 
ed, it will be the duty of the British 
concessionaires to push the line on to Han- 
kow and that may prove the easiest solution 
of the problem, unless the American syndi- 
cate, which was lately believed to have the: 
intention of starting the railway and has so 
far failed to appear on the scene, decide 
to come forward at the last moment. 
Originally the Canton-Hankow railway. was 
projected as an Anglo-American affair, and 
it may yet turn out that the first idea will be 
realised. The whole line was estimated to 
be about 7oo miles in length, af which 600 
miles belonged to the American concession. 
With regard to the ‘Tientsin-Chinkiang rail- 
way there is no reliable dataas to the length 
of the line, buta'glance at the map will 
show that it should be about the same length 
as the southern road from Canton-Hankow. - 
Every writer of any importance has insisted 
on the value of the Tientsin-Chinkiang rail- 
way as an. important factor in widening (he 
horizon of the people in the provinces of 
Shantung, Kiang-su and Honan, and it is to 
be regretted that there should be this hitch 
when everything seemed settled. The Ger- 
mans, we are told, are ready to build their 
section of the line; the British’ are simply 
waiting for the opportunity, and the whole 
trouble seems to. be that the Waiwupu 
are alarmed ‘at the prospect .of these 
railways being operated by ' foreigners.

Both the soldier and the civilian 
are masterful and wilful men ; each has been 
the idol of the community ; and none would 
dispute the ability or disinterestedness of 
cither.

‘The immediate cause of his resigna- 
tion was the receipt of a communication

(lis success in’ the political arena bas been, 


little short of. marvellous, but while he has 
kept the esteem-of the British people during 
his sojourn in India,’ his firm hand was felt 
and resented by the Indian people. When 
it was announced that his term of office as 
Viceroy had beh extended there was a decp 
chorus of protest. Now all that has becn 
changed; we read, simply because in fighting 
the principles enunciated by Lord Kitchener, 
the European and natives consider ‘that 
Lord Curzon was fighting the battle of the 


civilians. A well-informed Calcutta writer, 


ina home paper, remarks in this connection : 
“Opinion is overwhelmingly” against Lord 
Kitchener and the Imperial Government. 
The result has been a complete change in 


the public attitude towards the Viceroy. In 


order to realise’ the full force of this fact, it 
is necessary to. remember the unique un- 
popularity which Lord Curzon had attained. 
The Indian people have been protesting in 
public meetings against his general policy, 
and hardly refraining from issuing an appeal

larity ‘left.’ Tt was generally felt-.that his 


return wag a mistake, and that India had had 


mote thin‘enough of him. The tone of the 
once faithful Press was growing harsh, . . 
To-day Lord: Curzon hes the, Press on his 
side: With hardly more thad} one excep 
tion, the important newspapers regard him 
as the champion of the civil power against a 
threateried military despotism. ‘They con- 
sider that he has completely out-argued the 
Commanderin-Chicf, and they lay stress 
upon the fact that -never before has the 
unanimous opinion of the Viceroy’ and his 
Cabinet, beens disregarded in favour of the 
view of a single member of Council.” It is 
doubtful, however, whether ‘England will 
consider these. protests against Lord Kit- 
chener’s methods, Lord Kitchener was sent 
to India with a clear:and definite tusk to 
perform, He was required, asa great and 


successful organiser rather than a brilliant: 


soldier, to reform the army, to re-build the 


defences of the Indian - Empire, to guard’ 


against, invasion, and to calculate how all 
these .things could be done without pre- 
posterously increasing .the cost of the army 
in India, . Following these instructions, 
Lord Kitchener set about his duty with’ 
all the energy, and , thoroughness which 
have been characteristic of the man, He 
explored the frontier from Thibet to Balu- 
chistan ; be searched the hearts of the bor- 
der tribes and found that they were being 
prepared by secret agents to help a Russian 
advance when the time proved propitious ; 
he examined the mud defences of the great 
caravan routes. Then he formulated a great 
scheme of military enterprise, involving the 
re-distribution of the troops, the erection of 
adequate and modern defences and the pre- 
paration of means to deleat any attempt to 
invade India: from the north. Some of In- 
dia’s counselldrs, cried out that Jord Kit- 
chen¢r had discovered a mare's nest; there 
was no chance of a Russian invasion ;" there 
was no need to spend a}l this money ona 
spectte of the imagination. ‘Then came the 
clash between the-civil and military powers. 
It-arose apparently over some objection 
which Lord Kitchener found to the military 
Adviser and it has ended in the resignation 
of the Viceroy, ‘While: there may be sym- 
patby with the retiring Viceroy in his failure 
to play a single hand against the -hero of 
Khartoum, it must be confessed that Kit- 
chener’s contention that the army must be a 
predominant factor in the political world of 
India seems right and proper. India was 
won by the sword; she must be held by the 
sword,-and must. look to the sword for 
safety against invaders, who would be only 
too willing to cause a-diversion in their own 
intérnal affairs by a popular demonstration 
against-India. Lord Kitchener's aims to 
provide India'with a circle of steel, and to 
iar guninst the traitor on the hearth, have 

een upheld by. the Government at home..

‘The administration of justice ina Colony, 
like Hongkong—which is the terporary 
resting-place of a most cosmopolitan popula-_ 
tion, whose habits, manners,: and customs 
are frequently at variance with all our pre- 
conceived notions—is surrounded “by so 
many complex: features that it is usually a 
thankless and unprofitable task to comment, 
adversely or otherwise, on the judgments 
emanating from the Magistracy.. But a case 
arose the other day which, we would submit,’ 
is worth the attention of the general com- 
munity‘and the consideration of His Excel- 
lency the Governor,’ On'the 15th inst.,-23 
Chinese, described as coolies, were arraigned 
hefore the second Magistrate, charged with 
burning joss paper in the street, and having 
pleaded yuilty ta this heinous offence they 
were fined $5 each, with the exception of 
‘one individual who was mulcted in the 
respectable sum of $10. ‘The occasion was 
the All Souls Festival, one ‘of the most 
popular and important events in the Chinese 
calendar, when those’ or earth sacrifice by 
the harmless methods of burning a few, 
‘scraps of joss paper in the hope that they 
may alleviate the pains and penalties of rela- 
tives who have’ passed to the other world, 
and ‘at the same time propitiate the gods of 
the nether regions. Classical renders wills 
1emember that there was a similar event 
in mythology, but the hero, Orpheus, 
failed in his “quest. In order then to 
make these sacrifices satisfactory, the Chi- 
nese believe that they must, collect their 
joss paper in a heap and set fire to it. 
Naturally, there, is a little smoke, but the 
conflagration—if that ig not an exaggerated 
term for the miniature bonfire—lasts only a 
few seconds, and he must be a misanthropi- 
cal individual who can see danger in this 
celebration. But the ever-zeatous police 
apparently found kudos and praise abound- 
ing in, their successful attempt to suppress, 
the religious beliefs and sacrifices of the 
coolies, for the 23 Chinese who were hailed 
before the Magistrate were fined. We are 
not concerned’ with the amount of the fine 
for such a trivial offence, alihough we would 
remind. the authoritics that $5 1s na incon- 
siderable sum to the labouring Chinese who 
live from hand’.to mouth, ‘The question 
which we’ would bring to the notice of His. 
Excellency the Goveradris the violation of 
one of the great principles of British rule. 
It has been set forth time and dgain by the: 
British Parliament and by’ our Sovereign 
Lord the King, that: the religious rites and 
beliefs ofa conquered people brought under 
the rules of Britain and subjected to the 
freedom of.the British flag, should be re- 
speeted, permitted and untrammelled in 
every way. Witness the case of India, where 
a multitude of. ‘religious beliefs are in full 
swing, where caste clashes, with caste, 
and ‘ceremony with ceremony! ‘There 
the people are -left absolutely free to 
worship as they please. . The greatest vic- 
tories of the British flag have een crowned 
by this glorious charter that a people and a 
nation may adhere to.their old beliefs with- 
out let or hindrance, nay, will be protected, 
if need be, by the supreme sovereign power, 
Sime and again British constabulary and 
soldiers in all pafts of the world have been 
called on not to prosecute the worshippers 
of what in our complacency we may brand a 
false ot an effete belief, but to guard the 
devotees, to protect the ‘‘altars of our 
fathers and the temples of our gods” as the 
Roman had it. Here in, Hongkong we have 
reached a higher stage. .\Ve have a Magis- 
tracy which apparently can flout with im- 
punity ttie innocent worship of the Chinese 
coolies,'and fly in the face ofall Imperial 
promises, The Kaffir may bow down to his 
heathen bunch of feathers, the Carib may 
warship a sculptured stone, the Maori can 
make gods for himself, the Red Indian is at 
pleusure to.do what he likes in the matter 
of praising a great Spirit, and all are under 
the protection of Britain's strong right hand. 
But when a scofe of impecunious, half’ 
starved Chinese coolies, seek’ to propitiate 
their gods, and show their worship for 
their, ancestors. by endeavouring to secure 
for them an easier place~ in the next 
world, by burning joss paper on the street, 
the Jaw swoops down upon them and

After the collision the lamp 
on his junk fell down, and all his things were’ 
disturbed, He saw a European and a, China- 
man on the bridge of the launch when the,

Another witness spoke of the collision and 
ruid the light on the junk was burning brightly, 
‘It was quite as bright at 4 aim. as it had been’ 
the night before. The junks close to the wharf 
curried no lights but the others did. 

For the defendants, evidence was ‘ed dis- 
proving the statements made by tho ‘plaintiff 
4 toa fight being exhibited on board the junk, 
'v had been suggested by the witnesses for the 
plaintiff that the light fell from the masthead 
as the result of the collision, but that was 
denied, As to the position of the junk’ when 
struck by the launch, evidence was brought to: 
show that the statements of the plaintifi's wit 
hesses were not to be depended upon in this 
connection. fl 

His Lordship,-in delivering judgment, said 
that that Court did not take into consideration 
the ordinary rules of the Admiralty, but looked 
at questions from the point of view of Common 
Law, In this case if there had been any ‘con- 
tributory negligence.on the part of the plain 
tiff he could not recover damages, There was 
only one point to consider-—Did the junk carry 
lights or not? If it carried a light at the time 
the collision took place it must recover on that 
point. The people on the junk said the 
lamp was lighted; but the. witnesses on the 
other, side sail it was not.

THE TYPHOON IN JAPAN.

DEATH OF CAPTAIN W, B. BARKER, 


Shanghai luckily escaped the severe storm 
which, arriving on the Japan coast, raged from 
Kiushu along the Inland Sea, and as far as 
Yokohama and Tokio, on Tuesday last week) 
says the VC, D, News of 14th inst. Steam 
ers atviving from the latter ports experienced 
very heavy seas, the N.D. L. S. Prine Heinrich 
was delayed forty-eight hours at Kobe, while, 
at Sagasaki the gale was the most furious ox- 
perienced for years, While it lasted the har- 
bour, sheltered as it is, ran with huge waves 
which broke io spray all along the Bund, 
tossed the many steam launches at anchor like 
wo many corks, tore two large lorchas from 
their moorings, and sent them drifting down 
the harbour, and converted several of the large 
open lighters first into battering rams, ham- 
meting at the Customs hatoba and then into 
splinters, The massive stone work of the hatobs 
was beaten down on one side, Inthe Japanese 
city seven houses were completely destroyed 
and three badly damaged, trees and palings 
were blown down in all parts of the city, 
ricshas with passengers were overturned, ter 
sidents on the hill found it dangerous and io 
some instances impossible to reach their 
homes, and outdoor business was at a com- 
plete standstill, The storm Instled exactly one 
day and the barometer then rose as rapidly as 
it had previously fallen, The German: str. 
Sfosia (2,659 tons net) entered the harbour on 
Wednesday with her forcmast hanging broken 
Rt re starhoard side, and with a consider- 
able list, on para:

THE IMPENDING GREAT — 
BATTLE. ’

‘A JAPANESE PAPER'S COMMENT, 


In an article under the ‘above heading the 
Nippon observes that while the plenipo- 
tentiaries of Japan and Russia are’ now about 
to enter upon negotiations for peace, each 
country is eagerly pushing forward military 
operations at the front. Which will take place 
first, continues the Mippon, the, signing ofa 
peace protocol-or the coming great battle, it is 
difficult ‘to say. The Japanese have com. 
pleted. the occupation of Saghalien, invaded 
De Castries Bay on the Siberian coast, and are 
now about to cross the frontier of North Korea, 
They have never ¢lackened their activity in 
strengthening the forces in Manchuria. On 
the other hand, the Russian have surrendered 
Saghalien with but slight opposition, and they 
are directing little attention to the defence of 
the Korean frontier. «This is because the 
Russians are concentrating their energy in 
Manchuria with the hope of obtaining a 
Rreat: victory once and for all, They ar 
sacrificing everything to that end, Genefal 
Linevitch, as Commander-in-Chief, is natural) 
intent on achieving something superiors and 
the Taar and his officials are also fervent 
in their desire to obtain a victory so as ta 
srimionien [Rear edlarnana maintain the cone, 
fidence of the Russian people, and regain the 
vespect ofthe Towers, Their bombastic pro- 


not be altogether considered as mere bluff, In 
the battle of Mukden, the Ru sians lost half 
their. forces, Since. then, they have effected 
great improvements in the Siberian Railway 
and increased the transporting capacity: of the 
Hine. Despite the internal disturbances, and 
the difficulty of mobilisation, ‘they have now 
succeeded in placing on the field a larger army 
than before the bittle of Mukden, The army 
is in the best of spirits, quite different from 
what it was before, when they were merely at- 
tempting to-check the advance of the Japan- 
ose, The statement of General Linevitch 
in his recent message to the Tsar that the 
moral of his troops inspires complete con: 
fidence, and that the armies in the field are 
ready for any task, cannot therefore be dismiss- 
ed at mere boasting. ‘ > 

Continuing, the Tokyo journal saysthe Rus- 
sians are anxious for battle and to win a great 
victory, and the Japanese are quite, willing to 
allow them to fight with all their strength, but 
they will never attain the ‘victory desired. 
According to their proclamation, the Russiang 
are fully prepared fora great battle, and they 
may ‘even take the. offensive by operations 


Qn the other hand, there can be no doubt that 
the Japanese will feavea nothing: undone te 
counterbalance the preparations of the enemy, 
and it is certath that the fapanese will gain an 
advantageous position in the fighting. ' The’ 
Japanese are used to victory, but cannot_be 
content with mere victory any longer. The 
success in the impending battle must be far 
greater than before, The victory of Admiral 
Togo in the Battle of the Japan Sea was 
greater than was anticipated—so appalling was 
it that Admiral Togo attributed his success in 
a large measure to the grace of Heaven. This 
cannot always be expected, but it is highly 
desirable that the army achieve equal success, 
The ‘circumstance of the battle of Mukden 
and the battle of the Shabo must not be 
reposted, and the coming battle must be really, 
decisive. . . 

{o conclusion, the Mippon pointy out that the 
Russians ara striving hard to obtain victory so 
as to regain their fallen prestige, while the 
Japanese are exerting themselves to score a 
Bweeping auccess and so complete their victory 
in the present war, Each side is pushing for- 
ward preparations for this end, The delay in 
the fighting is due to the rainy sea-an, and the 
great .distance by which the main forces of the 
two armies are stparated, Jf, when the rainy 
season is over, the coamy keops himecif as far 
away 8b at present, it will be impossible to give 
battle. If General Linevitch is determined to 
fight, as he represents to the Tsar, and if he is 
an ‘officer capable of managing a large army, 
he ought to come southwards and fight. Judg- 
ing from the strength of the. Spee og armirs, 
which have, been largely reinforced of late, « 
formidable battle will be fought without delay. 
‘Ifa peace protocol should be signed before the 
battle is fought, General Linevitch will appear 
an incapable commander, contrary to the 
general estimation formed of him,

The issue which they would have to determine 
would be whether that fall was or was not the 
result of the unlawful act of the defendant, 
There would be put in evidence a statement 
voluntarily made by the prisoner—voluntatily 
but belated--in which he admitted that .he 
knocked the man Sampson down on ‘Baltery 
Path, at 12,20 a.m. or thereabout on the morn: 
ing of the 17th July. : 
5. THE DEFENCE, 
It was not quite clear from the statements 
disclosed what the defence was, but he’ gather- 
ed that the defence would put forward a 
hypothesis ‘that although it was proved that 
the ‘prisoner: knocked."down Sampson that 
fall did not’ cause the’ fracture of the man's 
skull, but that the deceased must subse- 
ananly have risen from the ground, walked a 
short distance up the Path, slipped and fallen. 
That seemed to be the defence. In other 
words, the issue before the Court was whether 
the death of Sampson was caused by an uccid- 
ent or by the act of the prisoner? “Did he 
fracture his skull by o slip of the foot, or was 
his skull fractured by the blow he received from 
the prisoner? 
THE SOLDIER'S APPEARANCE. 


' The prisoner was a native of Hongkong, he | 


believed, and was cow before them. The de- 
ceased gunner was a tall, powerful man, about 
6feet 2 inches in height. The i6th of July was 
a Sunday. On that day the gunner had been 
on duty. From a quarter to nine o'clock in the 
evening till nearly midnight he had been on 
patrolduty. He returned tothe Provost Prison, 
near the cricket ground, at 2,30, or thereabout.- 
At that time he left the Prison, and it would 
be suggested that he did'ao being attracted by 
a couple of girls who passed the Provost 
Prison at that time. Near Thomas's grill- 
toom he was seen speaking with a woman 
by the oame of Lilian Desbien, with whom 
he seemed to have had an altercation. Ac- 
cording to her evidence, he wished to go home 
with her, but she refused, At this time ao 
(riend named Bessie Radcliffe came up, These 
two women, or girls, had dined earlier in the 
evening at the Owl- Grillraom, and after 
dining there the two went to the Metropole 
Hote returning to the Ow! Grillroom at mid- 
night. Then they took ‘rickshas to Arsenal 
Street and got. back to Thomas's grillroom 
about 12,30. Apparently they were on their

Path to see whether the man who gat the blow: . 

“It is the suggestion of, 
the Crown that the prisoner was aware from the 
first, that the man was seriously injured,” added 
the Attorney-General, ‘Three soldiers wero 
met coming down the Path, They had. seen 
the deceased lying on the Path, but they thought .

The Dutch Petroleum Company's new 
steamer Per fud (1,087 tono net), which had just 
arrived at Woosuag on her first voyage up from 
Sumatra, caught fire at her anchorage off Bosh 
Island about 11.30 on Saturday morning (cath

‘the officers and crew, who seemed to despair of 


preventing her ‘rom becoming a total wreck, 
though the pilot, Mr. Armisted, worked hard to 
save ship and cargo, Captain Carlson, the 
darbour Master, was early on board, and work- 
ol incessantly for 24 hours to save the vessel 
from sinking in mid-channel, which she threat. 
ened more than once todo. A'lelegiam was 
sentto Shanghai, and about 0.30 p.m. the fire 
float with eight men belonging to the Mih-hoe 
loong and Hongkew Companies went down to 
Woosung ; some of the Delu,e men followed 


ilater, The fire was in the foremost ho'd of the 
-[ vessel, which: was full of benzine in-tins, and 


blazing fiercely, frequent explosions taking 
place and rendering the work of the firemen 
very difficult and dangerous, As it was the 
benzine was doomed from the beginning and 
afforts had to be mainly directed to checking 
the flames at that end.as far as possible and 


‘saving the hull and the rest of the cargo, con- 


sisting of cargo oil in bulk, which was separat- 
ed from the benzine by a double bulkhead 
filled with water...

STRINGENT REGULATIONS. 


Regulations to'be observed by vessels and 
travellers visiting Saghalien have been issued 
by the, War Office. The regulations consist of 
cight articles, which state that: for the present 
the port of Korsakevsk only will be opened to, 
vessels visiting the nomhern ports of the island, 
exception being made in regard to vessels that: 
have obtained special permission from the: 
Minister for War or the military authorities ad- 
ministering the island, Only Japanese vessels 
will be allowed to enter the ports of Saghatien, 
and no foreigners will be allowed to Jand in the 
island, unless they have special passports from 
the Minister for War or the military authorities 
in Saghalien, In the case of Japanere, those 
who are tn.ter the ban of the Law of Admoni- 
tion, bave been declared bankrupt, or have no 
fixed occupaiion, will not be allowed to ‘land. 
All vessels entering the ports of Saghalien and 
persons landing on the island must abide by 
the reyutlations and erders issued. by the mili- 
tary authorities, who are empowered to stop the 
entry into all ports ‘of vesssls, the landing of 


visitors, or to detuin.or order away veesels or 


persons from the island, when such course is 
deemed necessary.— Japan Chronicle,

4 FAMOUS SINOLOGUE, | - 


Miss Helen Legge has performed a filial duty 
in'publishing this book. The late Di. Legge ‘ 
was a man of such noble. charactor, cin : 
wisdom, and profound learning, who did ‘so - 
much for Oriental scholarship, that an account 
of his life is bound to be interesting and of great 
value, But Miss Legge does not. appear to 
know much of the work of a:biographer, For 
instance she does not tell us what his father's 
ancestry is, His personal characteristics, child. 
hood and editcation are dismissed in 8 pages, 
Perhaps out of deference to her father's modesty 
she did not wish to say much of these but'she 
allowed the book tq contain many illustrations 
of places and scenes visited by the late profes- 
sor, These are quite appropriate in a. book of 
travel but decidedly out of place in a piece of | 
‘biography. Again of the 244 pages which con: 
atituta this volume & good many pages contain | 
maiter of interest pay to the family and friends 
of Dr. Lege, while the ‘space allotted to the. 
literary and linguistic labours of the sinologue, 
is comparatively small, It must be stated, bows 
ever, that the book was originally written as a 
labour. of love for private circulation alone and 
asthe preface explains “to have dealt ade- 
quately with the literary side of Dr; Legge's 
career would have taxed the time and energy 
of a scholar versed in the language and thoug! 
of China.” One must therefore overlook thi 


‘little defects in the book and consider it ont 


whole as worth reading, says the Singapo 
Free Press. Bee Re aise : h 
‘He duly presented himself before the Direc: ~ 
tors of the London Missionary Society and was 
accepted subject to the''medical report as to 
his fitness for a hot climate.

Legge thereupon started for the East, but as 
China was not-yet open to Europeans ho. was 
ordered to go to Malacca and become the 
principal of ‘the Anglo-Chinese College al- 
ready atatted thera’ by Dr Robert Morrison: 
(1782-1833). Here he remained some years ° 
aupesintending the printing press attached to 
the college and applying himsolf assiduously 
to the study of the Chinese language. Besides. 
this he had to teach and preach and succeeded 
in converting several Chinese lads among whom 
“wore Goh Boon Siew, Leo Kim Lin, and Song 
Hood Kiam, all of whom, afterwards, accom: 
panied him to England where they were died 
a liberal education and had the honour of being

presented to Queen Victoria pt Buckingham - - 


Palace, Mr. Song stan Kiam op his roturn was 
for many years the Chief Cashide.of the P, and 
0. S. N. Co here nnd died a felv yeats'ago soon | 
after Legge's death, He was better known 
asthe father of Messrs, ¢ ong Ong Siang, 2.4, 
LL. M., and Song Ong Joo both of this place, 
To turn to our subject. [t was in 1843 that 
Dr. Legge removed his whole establishment 
from Malacca to Hongkong, and it'was bere 
that he was destined to perform the work which . 
made bis name famous among sinologues and 
Europeans resident in China—the translation 
of the Chinese Classics, ‘How the stupendous 
tchemo entered his head is this.

Legge recanted writing the above quoted para- 
graph and in the Oxford edition of the Classics 
changed his opinions entirely. ea 
In 1873 he left Ohina for good to remain in 
_ Engtand, after completing nearly forty years’ 
work inthe East, He was presented by the 
Chinese of Hongkong with a chaste silver tablet 
(which is illustrated in the book) as a mark of 
the'esteem in which they held him. His China 
friends wishing to see him continuchis Chinese 
studies founded a chair for him in the Univer. 
‘sity of Oxford. Here Legge’ led the life of a 
‘quiet scholar, simple and kind, ' Next to 
Lina,” he wrote to a-friend " Oxford {s the 
most delightful place.” By his tenderness of 
heart and openness of hand he made himself 
beloved by all who knew him. One habit he 
maintained almost to his death—a habit which, 
we do not wonder, was the cause of no little as- 
tonishment to his friends. He made it a point 
‘to rise up every day at 3 a.m, and worked for 
five hours while the rest of the family were 
fast asleep, The death of his wile after five 
happy years in Oxford, gave him a great or. 
row, fle, however, toiled on, He: published 
one volume'after another on the life and teach-, 
ings of Confucius, life and, works of Mencius, 
© the Shi-King, with brief explanatory notes but 
‘without the Chinese text and critical matter 
which was interesting and useful only to serious 


students of Chinese. In ‘response. to Prof. | 


- ‘Max Miiller'’s request he contributed six 
volumes on Confucianism and Taoism’ to the 
“ Snered. Books of the Kast" series. - Besides 
theso he translated Fa-Hien’s “Record of Budd- 
histic ,Kingdoms,” and gave lectures on the 
religions ‘of China in. London which were’ 
afterwards published, Apart from these he 
had to answer numberless letters asking ques: 
tions on points of Chinese, literature, Chinese 
history, Chinese biogtaphy , Chinese astrono- 
my ; innumerable requests to translate Chinese 
inscriptions and documents, Chinese, MSS, to 
read, explain and criticise. In short, no Euro- 
pean‘has done more to make China and her 
people better known"than Dr, James Legge. 
If we except such living sinologues,as Prof. 
H. A, Giles, and Prof. E. H. Parker, his books 

‘on Chinese subjects are indeed the finest 
monuments of close scholarship. fhe had 
been a layman and refrained, from making ¢-, 
parte comments and criticism in his: ‘transla- 
tions, not justified by frets, Legge could ter: 
tainly claim and would have earned the undy- 
ing gratitude of the whole Chinese nation,

YARN MARKET. 


In their report, dated ‘2sth instant, Messrs. 
Cawasjee Pallanjee and Co, write :—Since the 
issue of our fast report on the tith instant per 
‘3, Coromandel our yarn market has almost 
“comsto a stand-atill, The comparatively lower 
prices ruling in the country and a steady rising 
exchange here have greatly checked dealers 
who not only declined to enter the market and - 
accept the concession of $1 to $2 per bale made 
by’ holders, but commenced unloading their 
own holdings aniongst themselves at more or 
less loss. Business consequently has been 
considerably checked’ and the market closes 
quiet with a tendency ta lower: prices, . No. 6s, 
and No, 8s. ‘in trifing request. No. tos in 
moderate demand at a decline of $2 per bale 
especially in superior favourite and desired 
spinnings; medium and common neglected, 
‘0, 124, and No, 16s. a smail business has been’ 
done and at the close a decline of $1 to $3 per 
bale has been established. No, 2oy, fair sales 
has been made at adecline of $1 to $2 per bale. 
+ Snles during the past fortnight comprise of 
about 25 bales of No, 6s.; 123s bales of No. 
“ror.s 390 bales of No. 128; 275 bales of No, 163.3 
and 950 bales of No. zos.; in all about 2,825 
bales, .
